When Kinj{ Williuui IV. died, in 1837, 
Hot Moat Oraoious Majusty had, loss 
than a month before, uomplotod hor 
eighloontli yeiir; arid iiBOondod the thrnne, 
Burrouudod by hiippy auf^uries, which 
hflve aiiico boon fully ncoompliahed. Tu- 
inorrow the Queen enters upon the fiftieth 
year of hor reign — one of tho longest and 
iiiOBt remarkable in tho annals of English 
liistury. For three years she guided tiie 
destinies of tho empire unaided, and 
showed a (.'r:\Rpof mind which ustonish'id 
tliiiHo iiround her. In 1840 she was hap- 
pily wedded to that noble man — Albert 
tho Good — whose early death cast a 
■hadow over the throne which has never 
p«8sed away. Ho was siiuiothiug more 
tluiu tho I'rince Consort in name, for to 
his wise counsela and deep interest in the 
fortunes of tho land was much of the 
8UCC03B attending the Queen's reign due. 
Perhaps there never was a more beauti- 
ful picture of domobtic felicity 
and fond affection than thiit 
which was displayed in the lifo 
uf the royal pair. Wlion Prince Albert 
piisHed \\wi\y "weiiring the wliite tiower of 
a blaiuele.'irt lifo" it would seem as if all 
joy and j^ladiu;.'?* had ^oue out of the 
Queen's lifo forever, but she never fuiled 
iu performing the duties incumbent upon 
her with an unselfishness and devotion 
which gained for hor, even in a i^'reutir 
degree than before, the love i/f ull hor 
people. After many years of privacy she 
ia now gratifying; hor subjects by appear- 
ing among them more freijuently, though 
she must often be cruelly reminded 
amidst public ceremonials of the gentle 
hand which was wont to smooth over f. r 
her the rough places. Her advent into 
public lifei* hailed with joy and the wish 
is expressed that she may long live to 
govern tho kingdom by hor wise and gen 
tie rule. 'It is well known,' says a recent 
political writer, 'that Her Majesty has 
habitually taken an active interest in 
every matter with which it behoves 
a constitutional sovereign of this 
country to bo concerned ; in many 
instances her opinion and hor will 
have left their impression on onr policy; 
but in no iustauoe has IU<! power of the 
crown been so exerciuod as to expose it to 
check, ur oensara or embarrasament of any 
kind. It may be asserted, without qualitl- 
catiuQ that a sense of generaloontent.of sober 
heartfelt l'>ynlty, hnt year by year been 
gathering around llif throne of Victoria.' 
Attachment lo ihn llirunn of our gracious 
Queeu is not couliuod to the mother coun- 
try. It extends with oven grenter intensity 
to the roiuotest bounds ot the inimoUBu em- 
pire, and in hinds that owe her no nllegiaueo 
as a sovereign [she is held up as a shining 
example of all that is noblest and purest 
and beat iu woman.

Once let it 
bekne wntbat the colony has been joine<l 
to its eastern sistrrs; tlmt an economical 
govoruiuent lias lii<eu olitaiut-d and tlial tho 
Imperial guvcriinioiit fin'ls sullieiont eont'l- 
di'Uje in our future to endorse t)Ur paper, 
and public conlidonce will revive every- 
where, money will pour iu from all quar- 
ters, wo shall bear no more of our bonds lly- 
round 'Change like pieces of waste paper,nor 
seu advertisements in tho Daily Tele- 
graph cautioning people against having 
anything to do with tho I'acilic colony 
beciiuao it ia "jouc in.'" If the licjino 
g(jverumont desires tcj retain our alleo- 
tions it hua i^ot to inauifest an inturest in 
our welfare. It must not teach ua tu 
forget our duty as British subjects by 
tirst forgetting its duty towards us. It 
must foster, oncuurago and assist in main- 
taining a connection that will add as 
much to the glory and strength of tho 
mother country »a it will result in our 
own prosperity. 

Comment is needless, but wo shall not 
be surprised to still find the organ of se- 
cession repeating its charges of disloyalty 
evun in tho face of such convincing proof 
to thu c jiilr.iry.

Overworked uiid Uiuleirvd 
Horses 



There are some who ought to b.- 
ashamed to look an honest horse in the 
face. None of our domestic aniinaL'^, 
however much they may .sullV'r from 
neglect, receive so much abuse as a 
horse. We refer more esi)eeially to the 
work horse, on the farm and before the 
cart and truck. Carriage horses gen- 
erally fare well enough — or at least as 
well as those having care of them know 
how to keep them — since they are 
owned by well-to-do men, who take 
pride in their tine appearance and 
apirited action. But as a rule,_the poor 
worker receives no such advantage 
from tho pride of his owner. There are 
many exceptions, but tho number of 
horses that fall under the head of the 
abusred is sutlicient to establi.Mh tin; 
rule. Underfed, oviM-woi-ked, poorly- 
groomed, and often bailly sheltereil, 
every point in the poor creatuie is an 
expression of patient sutl'ering. It is a 
jjainfnl sight to behold ahorse with the 
sliar[) angles of his bones sticking out 
in all directions and the ribs jiainfully 
easy to count, tugging along before u 
too ^heavy load, and lli!! driver, 
with his foot hanging over tho 
end-board of the wagon, constantiv ap 
plying the irritating lash to kee])' the 
poor cre'ature from dropping into a list- 
less droning gait; and sometimes a 
team is so far run down and exhaust, 
ed that even the lash appears to mak(» 
no imprijr;i.ioii. At least, it fails to 
quicken tli<_ pace or to awalcen even 
the faintest apparent recognition from 
the poor jaded beast. This jncture is 
not overdrawn. It may be seen in the 
streets of any city or large village 
every working day of the year. The 
owni'rmay in part excusable on the 
source of iiov(.'rty, but his best e.xcusu 
is ii;noranee. ji'or, if he did but know 
it, he could get much more valui! in 
service than the extra cost of fred out 
of his horses, if he kept them in gooil 
condition, while he would save him 
self the e.xtra work and (lu! lanui 
shoulder resulting from the incesHant 
swing of the arm in applying tho limh. 
There can bo no possible economy in 
starving a horse, or any other work 
animal; for the available force in tho 
horse is what is put into it through its 
food, and as true aa the truism "some- 
thing cannot come out of nothing" is 
true, the o\viu;r can get no more out of 
his horses than he puts into them.
